2. Claims 14-26 are allowed.

Regarding claim 14, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a method for 

improving the depth discrimination of optical systems comprising, in addition to the other 
recited steps of the claim, "c) creating displacement of a phase position of the periodic 
structure; e) calculating the registered brightness distributions to obtain an object 
brightness distribution; f) registering the displacements of the phase positions from step 
c); and i) carrying out calculation taking into account the results obtained in step f)."
